During this 
period nothing happened to him, as far as 
anybody knows. Then—1592-—there is men- 

tion of him as an actor. Néxt vear—1593—his 
name appears in the official list-of-plavers. The 
) following years—1594—he played before the Queen, 
a detail of no consequence; other obscurities did 
ir every year of the 45 of her reign and remained 
obscure. Three fairly full years are next account- 
ed for; full of play-acting. Then in 1597 he 
bought New Place, Stratford. 

Thirteen or fourteen busy years ensue; vears in} 
which he accumulated money, and also reputation 
as actor and manager. Meantime his name, lib- 
erally and variously spelt, had become associated 
with a number of great plavs and poems, as, on 
the outside, author of the same. Some of them, in 
these vears, and Jater, were pirated, but be made 
no protest.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Our Mexican Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Regarding the Mexican question, I am a great 
admirer of President Wilson and think he has 
been entirely right in his non-intervention policy, 
but differ with him and his advisers on the action 
taken following the Columbus, N. M., raid. When 
the raid occurred, the Carranza de facto Govern- 
ment had been recognized by us and Ambassadors 
exchanged. That Government should have been 
held strictly accountable for any acts of depreda- 
tion and murder committed on American soil by 
outlaws operating from Mexico, who, after the 
deed return to that country, whether such outlaws 
be led by Villa or anyone else. Our patrol] along 
the border should be strengthened to prevent a

If we should be compelled to go into the tur- 
moil that is 
enter it to feed any sordid ambition of our own, 
or of any belligerent; we shall not take up arms 
to support England’s or France’s or Russia’s 
special ambitions or ends; we shall not enter 
to remake the map of Europe to suit any bel- 
ligerent or set of belligerents; we shall not enter 
merely to punish for attacking and killing 
Americans on the sea or for destroying Ameri- 
can property and violating American rights. 
These are sufficient reasons, but our issue goes 
beyond them. We shall fight, if fight we must, 
for larger ends—for right, law and civilization. 

Entering the turmoil upon this high ground 
our policy will be in accord with American 
ideals and traditions. The object will be worthy 
of the labor and sacrifice of the American peo- 
ple. We shall be able to adopt a policy and 
frame a platform which will invite to our stand- 
ard all those who cherish the vital interests of 
mankind. Our quarrel with Germany will cease 
the moment that nation agrees to our interna- 
tional platform. Our bond with the allies will 
be limited to these ends. We will not join with 
them to crush Germany, but to maintain civiliza- 
tion—the rights of all men and of all nations. 

Standing on this ground the United States can 
become a powerful factor for permanent peace. 
We will be in position to insist that the results 
of the war shall not embody selfish gain or per- 
petuate wrong, but shall establish right. We 
shall be in a position to contribute potently to 
the organization of a league of nations to main- 
tain national rights and enforce international

CARDINAL AGAINST GENERAL. 

Gen. von Bissing, the Governor-General imposed 
or Belgium by its German conquerors, lately pro- 
tested against the pre-Lenten pastoral issued by 
Cardinal Mercier and warned him that he must 
cease “political agitation.” 

In a reply worthy of a militant father of the 
primitive church in defense of an imperiled flock, 
the Cardinal reminds the General that he cannot 
and will not relinquish full liberty of judgment in 
the troubled hours through which his country is 
passing. 

The authority of Princes whose will is in oppo- 
sition to divine law and who exceed their power 
and corrupt justice is not binding, he declares. 
Faced by the alternative of breaking the com- 
mands of God or those of such a Prince, the Car- 
dinal declines to obev the Prince. 

He pays the General 
strength’’—implying that strength constitutes the 
only title to homage—but adds that he keeps 
closed to his “encroachments the sacred domain 
ot our conscience, the last refuge of the righteous 
oppressed.” He further challenges the German 
Governor in this brief but solemn inventory of 
Belgium’s wrongs: 

It was not, your excellency may be sure, 
without deep reflection that we denounced to 
the world the evils with which our brothers 
and ststers are overwhelmed—frightful evils, 
indeed, atrocious crimes, the tragic horror of 
which cold reason refuses to admit. 

What will Von Bissing do? Of bis long series 
of executive blunders in Belgium, the greatest 
seems to be in stirring this venerable prelate to 
righteous protest. A Krupp blade is no match 
for the sword of the Spirit. The Cardinal in- 
vites martyrdom from his oppressor, not trucu- 
lently, or vaingloriously, but affirming his reli- 
ance on the justice of heaven and still sorrowing 
over his burned library at Louvain. 

To a sub-Caesar backed by the legions of Ger- 
many, the infirm and helpless but indomitable 
pastor of a subjugated race asserts the predom- 
inance of his own spiritual office and speaks bold 
words of defiance. Is there anything finer in his- 
tory? A war that affords this spectacle of moral 
force sustaining itself so dauntlessly and splen- 
didly in a struggle with physical force brings 
good as well as evil to the world.

LIBELING A FAITHFUL ALLY. 

The Rev. Charles T. Riggs, editor for some years 
of the Constantinople Orient, returns to this coun- 
try with first-hand information about Turkish do- 
mestic policy and the Armenians. His statement 
shows that earlier reports about violent deaths 
among the Armenians since the war began have 
been grossly exaggerated. Only about 500,000 Ar- 
menian men, women and children have been 
slaughtered by the Turks to date. 

Persistent, industrious Turkish effort may ap- 
proximate the first estimate if not interfered 
with, but that is not in point. The charge that 
1,000,000 had been massacred is damaging and 
unjust and undoubtedly is to be attributed to the 
efforts of entente propaganda agencies and their 
subsidized press in this country to create pre- 
judice against Germany’s faithful ally. 

A million murdered, or nearly 3000 a day for the 
space of 12 months! That it was preposterous 
ought to have been perceived from the start. The 
number really falls a little below 1500 a day. The 
news is gratifying and the fair-minded, unpur- 
chased press will promptly and cheerfully make 
the correction. 


BATHING MADE EASY. 

A peculiar interest always attaches to Chicago's 
annual bathing styles, as prescribed by the police. 
It has been only a few years since official prudery 
there required a complete covering up of the 
person almost to the point of wearing ear muffs 
in the water. Chicago created a special officer 
whose function was to snoop along the sands, and 
titled him “Superintendent of Bathing Beaches.”’ 
(Incidentally, we think it was this Snooperintend- 
ent who startled the world with the discovery of 
September Morn in an art store window.)

GUARD THE BORDER. 

St. Joseph News-Press: Should Villa be dead 
will the trouble in Mexico end? No; not while 
Obregon and Zapata and Felix Diaz have facili- 
ties to oppose Carranza. But these possibilities 
have nothing to do with the presence of Amer- 
{can troops in Mexico at this time. Our business 
is with Villa and his band. That being finished, 
the United States may gracefully accept Carranza’s 
request for withdrawal across the border. But 
uot far from the line, for now is the time to guard 
the border. If unscrupulous agitators believe they 
can bring about intervention through a repetition 
of the Columbus affair, they will not hesitate a 
moment to patterns after Villa. Instead of a few 
more than 18,000 troops offering service at the 
border, there should be an adequate number. 
Wherever an American community is near enough 
to be assailed by lawless Mexicans, there should 
be enough soldiers to offer assurance of adequate 
protection. 


ALIVE UNTIL PROVED DEAD. 


Cleveland Plain Dealer: The report that Villa 
is dead and his body recovered will be read with 
a skepticism born of past deceptions. If the bandit 
has indeed perished it will put a new aspect upon 
America’s problem in Mexico. But nothing will 
be gained in the long run by a too eager accept- 
ance of news which investigation may prove false. 

It should not take many hours to determine be- 
yond question whether the body exhumed from a 
mountains grave is that of the bandit who set the 
army of the United States {n motion to avenge his 
crimes. And while American officers in Mexico 
are trying to fix the identity of the exhumed 
body the pursuit of the Villa bands, led by Villa 
er leaderiess as the case may be, will be pushed 
with all vigor. The bandit must be presumed to 
' Be affve until he is proved dead. 

Meanwhile, every consideration of safety de- 
mands that the search for the outlaw shall not be 
slackened nor precautions neglected. The unfortu- 
nate incident at Parral has its lesson for the 
American troops engaged in the man hunt—a les- 
son that intimately concerns the safety of the 
punitive expedition and the success of its ob- 
fect. 

There appears to be a general agreement now 
that the pursuit of Villa shall not end till its pur- 
pose is fully accomplished. There is no thought of 
turning back. But public interest shifts for the 
moment from the tracking of Villa alive to the 
examination of the supposed Villa dead.

to the public today and throughout the 
month of May. 

The garden is not an attempt to cop:’ 
any particular garden of Shakspear: + 
time. The lateness of spring and tne 
unsettied weather conditions prohibite:l 
an outdoor and the limited 
space made impossible anything but a 
garden in miniature. However, it ein 
bodies most of the features that char 
acterized the gardens of the Elizabet?:- 
ar. period. The big flora! dispiav hose 
been divided into three squares, 
00x50 feet, the parterre, the tre!- 
ised garden and the topiarian garde: 
each dominated by several Blizabethnn 
motifs.

ouse. with the pool and fountain be- 
low, lends itself admirably to 
scheme, giving the effect of the Ken. 
worth gardens, which had a terrace 
walk 12 feet wide, and raised 10 feet 
above the garden. The balcony affords 
. food view of the parterre—a series of 
-eds arranged ornamentally. with in- 
tervenine spaces of gravel or turf—and 
ithe gardens beyond. The pattern used 
In this parterre was popular in Shak 
spearean times. The flower beds along 
the sides, as well as the parterre ‘tsel! 
are bordered with a hedge of privet and 
juniper. 

The trellised garden is inclosed by a 
high trellis with arched entrances. over 
which are trained climbing roses ane 
ether vines. This garden is terraced. 
With turfed slopes, and flower beds and 
sraveled walks above. The plan of the 
interior was taken from the lower gar- 
den at Montacute, the central portion 
being «depressed, a fountain, junirers 
and small flower beds forming a part 
of the design. All woodwork in the par 
terre and trellised garden is painted in 
ereen and white. 

The topiarian garden is devoted prin- 
cipally to box trees trimmed into vari- 
ous shapes, an arbor of trellis work, 
covered with vines. terminating the 
main axis of the three gardens. The 
motif for the arbor was taken from the 
plans of the old Wilton House gardens, 
designed by Isaac de Caux. 

In the ‘“Nosegaie Garden” zrows 
March violets, bachelor buttons, carna- 
tions. columbines, cornflowers. daffo- 
dils, daisies, eglantines, flaz, flower-de- 
luce, lily, marigold, pansy, pink. peony. 
poppy, primrose, ‘‘canterburie bels,” ox- 
lips. In the “Garden of Herbs of Gooa 
smell” will be found the bay tree, cam- 
omile, caraway, ginger, hyssop, laven- 
Jer, Marjoram, mint, mustard, rareley. 
pepper, rhubarb, rosemary, rue, saf 
fron, savory, thyme, wormwood. 

The plants in the Shakspearean Gar- 
den are all plainly labeled with both the 
common—as appear in Shakspeare’s 
writings—and with the scientific name: 
together with the reference. The Shak- 
spearean Garden is attracting wide at. 
tention. Dr. George T. Moore, director 
of the Missouri Botanical Garden, is re- 
ceiving inquiries daily regarding the 
contents of the garden and its arrange- 
ment.

Important assignment. Every good 
newspaper man will realize the far- 
reaching advantage of beginning his 
work, in a city like New York, with 
a school acquaintance with the _ re 
porters who appear on an assignme't 
of importance with him, even if it ‘s 
his first assignment. It ‘s &lreadvy pialn 
that one great advantage of the School 
of Journalism, to the men graduated 
from it, will be that they will enter 
their calling with the acquaintance or- 
dinarily needing a half year or a year, 
and themselves known to those who 
work with them. 

Newspapers Welcome Its Graduates. 

“About one-half the men who have 
left the schoo] are working 
in New York. The others are scat- 
tered over the country. Three have 
gone to country weeklies. The whole 
policy of the school is directed to the 
task of teaching men to understand 
the news, not merely in New York, 
but fo the country. The newspapers 
of St. Louis and other leading cities 
are studied and analyzed. In time, 
the graduates of the Pulitzer School 
of Journalism will be in every im- 
portant citv in the LUnitec Stxtes 

“Many were in doutt four 
ago whether the men from the school 
would be wanted by newspaper of- 
fices. This doubt is over. Last vear 
there were more applications for men 
from the school than the school 
could fill. The school refuses to rec- 
ommend for a position any student 
who has not completed its course 

“The school has both men and wom- 
en students, and it proved more diffi- 
cult, at first, to get places for the 
women than for the men But the 
prospect now is that it will be prac- 
ticable to get places for women as 
well as men, as offices come to know

Creating New Journalistic Standard... 
As compared with other professions, 
ours is a small one in numbers. From 
the 1910 census, there are now 4,000 
to 45,000 newspaper men in the United 
States, including the editors of small 
weekly papers. The School of Journalism 
in Columbia University, with its ‘0 
to 26 graduates a year, and its 140 
students enrolled, furnishes but a small 
share of the men who annualiv enter 
the Eastern newspaper offices: but even 
the existence of such a school, supported 
as it is by the munificent gift of Joseph 
Pulitiger—the largest gift ever bestowed 
by any man on any calling in which 
he himself had first won his wages, 
and last his fame—is creating new stan- 
dards for the man who enters a news- 
paper office.

ago took its men from the printer’s 
case. Sixty years ago, the training 
of the public school was the requtre- 
ment. Forty years ago, the men who 
entered newspaper work needed a high 
school education, and here and thers 
a college man was among them. The 
number of the latter has grown, but a 
school which bases its four-year course 
on the preparatory course of the high 
echool, and trains both men and women, 
offering all the advantages of New 
York in instruction, knowledge of life 
and opportunity for reporting important 
events, will gradually come to be the 
standard of the requirements for the 
training of the journalist. Each of our 
great cities will have one of these 
schools, in connection with its wuniver- 
sity, as the Universities of Missour', 
Kansas, Texas, Wisconsin. Ohio and 
Tllinois have schools todav. 

Forty Newspaper Training 

Today. 

“In addition, nearly 40 institutions of 
learning are now offering courses itn 
journalism, and in training in newspa- 
per English. Today, 3700 undergraduates 
in these schools are taking courses in 
the writing which the newspaper de- 
mands. Of all the influences multiply- 
ing these schools, the Pulftser School of 
Journalism has been the greatest and 
most important. It is not only eduocat- 
ing its students; it has led in an educa- 
tional advance both in the college and 
in the newspaper, on a scale which 
would have been looked on as incredible 
when Joseph Pulitzer provided the en- 
aowment for the achool at Columbia 
Lniversitys 

“To the trustees of the Pulitzer es- 
tate was left the responsible duty of de.- 
ciding, three years after the opening of 
the school, as to the success of the 
school in operation On this decision 
rested the receipt by the school of the 
second $1,000,000, the first $1,000,000 being 
devoted to its founding and opening. 
This duty Ras been discharged by the 
trustees, In the unanimous conclusion 
that the schoo) is meeting Mr. Pulitser’s 
purpose, desire and design. This estab- 
fishes the school for all the future, and 
in that future, it is already clear tha’ 
its influence on the training of journa! 
ists elsewhere will 
through the work of !ita graduates °’

very safeguarding of our national exist- 
ence, only the representative of a po- 
litical party and administration, selected 
for reasons having no relation to the 
\ital business of the Navy Department, 
and often at least but a temporary 
executive. 

In nO department of our Govern- 
ment is there’ a greater need of a 
continuously consistent policy with- 
out -regard to the Kaleidoscopic 
changes of party politics and exigen- 

cles, Or where there is more need 
of an exceptional executive trained 
on the broadest business lines, whose 
function shall be to utilize to the ut- 
most the recommendations of a duly 
constituted general staff representing 
the highest technical and strategic 
talent in the service, which at all 
times will be the accepted profession- 
el.guide of-the President and Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

In making these strictures it is not 
feemly nor would it be just for me 
to focus criticisms on any individuals, 
for the fault lies fundamentally with 
our body politic, and the responsibil- 
ity with every party and with al- 
most every administration. 

Praise for Secretary Daniels, 

The actions ef the present Secre- 
tary of the Navy have been assailed 
with unusual bitterness, and perhaps 
no one knows better than himself the 
handfeap. of -lack of experience 
against which he had to contend. But 
while there are many things with 
regard to which | personally differ 
from him, and some of them he 
knows, it is not fitting, nor is it my 
pea vence or intention while a mem- 
ver of the Naval Consulting Board, 
to enter into any public discussion 
concerning these, and certainly not 
Irom any. political reasons. 

in fact, it is but proper to record 
my opinion that by establishing this 
Consulting Board, and especially in 
adopting the matner of Selection of 
its members suggested to him, one 
absolutely free from potitical bias, 
Secretary Daniels has. inaugurated 
one of the possibly most helpful de- 
partures in departmental practice. 

At present the board. as is wel] 
known, has no official status. It ex-

DOLL DISPLAY POPULAR 


Baskets of Food Called for 
Heavier Outlay — Fewer 


Homeless Fed Than Formerly. 


The Post-Dispatch Christmas Fes- 
tiva! Association 1915 un- 
dertaking to provide good cheer for 
the destitute children and families of 
St. Louls and the homeless men s80- 
fjourning itn the eitv, with a balance 
of $1915.69 on deposit in the Third 
National Bank, there to remain at in- 
terest until required for the same 
beneficent enterprise at some future 
time. This information appears in the 
report of the Audit and Finance (om- 
mittee of the association, of which 
J. R. Cooke. cashier of the Third Na- 
tional Bank, is chairman, published in 
today's Post-Dispatch. 

The expenditures were materially 
increased over those of 1914, while 
the contributions from the general 
public were smaller by $1425.92, the 
latter totals being $9786.53 and $11,- 
212.45 respectively. The increase in 
outlay was $785.18, the total being 
$13,936.41, as compared with $13,361.81 
in 1914. But the Post-Dispatch, as is 
its custom, defrayed all the admin- 
istrative expense, which, season, 
aggregated $246.38, against $2149.36 
the preceding year. Much of this In- 
crease assumed b yvthe Post-Dispatch 
was expended upon the inauguration 
of the doll display, which was found 
to be an exceedingly popular enter- 
prise, as the first ever made in St. 
Louis and, perhaps, in the United 
States, and as sucl has become a 
permanent feature of tie association's 
operations. The tota! the 
doll department was $197.73. against 
which appears receipts of $59.20 

Matertalx Cost More. 

As stated in the Audit and Fi 
Committee's report, the itcrease in 
expenditures was due in Jurge tmeas- 
ure to greater cost of materials. This 
appears in both the departments of 
taskets for family dinners and in 
toys, gifts, etc., for the festival in 
the Coliseum. The former shows a 
cost of $4426.85, as compared with 
$210.44, 
Toys, ete, entailed an  outla: of 
$8489.07, against $2963.20 the pre- 
ceding year, an increase of $525.87. 

There was a saving in the outlay 
for the Coliseum festival, the cost of 
whieb last year was $1291.17, while 
in 1914 it was $1592.60, a difference 
in favor of 1915 of $391.43. The home- 
less men’s dinner also necessitated 
smaller outlay by $593.75, the figures 
being $987.25 and $1881, respectively. 
Explanation of the latter ts found in 
the decreased number of men appear- 
ing as Christmas guests of the as- 
sociation, due, it Is believed, to the 
more general. employment of labor 
and lessened number of homeless 
men in the city at that time, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. 

The association had to its credit 
in bank when the work of organizing 
the 1915 festival began the sum of 
$1683.50, to which was added $232.19, 
making the total stated in the re- 
port by Chairman Cooke. 

List of Contributors Large. 

The number of contributors to the 
festival fund in 1916 has not been 
ascertained, but work on the lists 
to this end is in progress. It is con- 
fidently believed that it will largely 
exceed any former year, and the 
amount of, contributions from the 
general public is known to have been 
materially larger than at any previ- 
ous time. In 1914 there arose from 
benefits only $142.20, while the pre- 
vious year the total from this source 
was $1410.17, a difference of 
$1267.87. Practically the entire sum, 
therefore, came from the publiio as 
direct contributions, and an unusual 
volume of these contributions were 
less than $1, a vast number of them 
being 6 and 10 cents. This was an 
emceedingly gratifying development. 
as manifesting the deep sympathy of 
the people of St. Louis and adjacent 
communities with the spirit under- 
lying the purpose of the organization 
to see that no child in the city went 
without some substantial reminder

The general system now followed 
in the shell factories is to put go 
many skilled men in charge of so 
many lathes worked by women work- 
ers. Each skilled man. who teaches 
the women, sets the tools, and keeps 
the machines in running order, over- 
sees eight, ten or more machines. 
But sometimes the comradeship is 
much closer. For instance, in a ma- 
chine tool shop, one of the most 
highly skilled parts of the engineers 
business, you may now see a man 
with a woman to help him, operating 
two lathes. If the woman falls into 
any difficulty, the man comes to help 
her. Both can earn more money than 
each could earn separately, and the 
skilled man who formerly worked the 
second lathe is released. In the same 
shop a worran watched a skilled man 
doing slot-drilling—a process in 
which thousandths of an inch matter 
—for a fortnight. Now she runs the 
machine herself by day, while the 
man works it on a night shift. 

Nearby, as part of the same works, 
which are not specialized, but engaged 
in general engineering, !s a bomb shop 
staffed by women, which is now send- 
ing 3000 bombs a week to the trenches. 
Women are also doing gun-breech work 
of the most delicate and responsible kind 
under the guidance of a skilled overseer. 
the women at this work was

We care nothing at all about the 
money, we are all for the output. We 
make nothing out of the women finan- 
cially. If the men think you are going 
to exploit women and cheapen the work, 
the scheme is crabbed right away.’ 


Suspicion in the minds of the workmen, 
in the case of a large Yorkshire shell 
factory, where the employers at once 
detected and slew it. This great work- 
shop, formerly used for railway work, 
now employs some 1300 women, with a 
sinall staff of skilled men. The women 
work 45 hours a week in 18-hour shifts— 
the men 653 hours in 12-hour shifts. 
There is no difficulty whatever in ob- 
taining a full supply of women’s labor— 
indeed, the factory has now a waiting 
list of 500. Nor has there been any dif- 
ficulty with the men in regard to the 
women’s work. With the exception of 
two operations which are thought too 
heavy for them, all the machines are 
run by women. 

But when the factory began the em- 
ployers very soon detected that it was 
running below its possible output. There 
was a curious lack of briskness in the 
work--a curlous constraint among the 
new workers. Yet the employers were 
certain that the women were keen, and 
their labor potentialiv efficient. They 
put their heads together, and posted up 
a notice in the factory to the effect that 
whatever might be the increase in the

the atmosphere began to clear,

It was a factory in which the word 
was new, the introduction of women 
was new. and the workers strange to 
each other, and for the most part 
strange to their employers. A 
small leaven of distrust on the part of 
the men workers was enough, and tiie 
women were soon influeneed. Luckily 
the mischtef was as quickly scotched. 
Men and women began to do their bes’, 
the output of the factory—which had 
been planned for 14,000 shells a week— 
ran up to 2,000, and everything has 
gone smoothly since. 

Clergymen as Shell-Makers 

Let me now, however, daacribe anoth- 
er effect of dilution—the employment of 
unskilled men on operations hitherto 
included in skilled engineering. 


On the day after visiting the factory 
I have just described, my journey took 
me to another town close by, where my 
guide showed me a new shell factory 
filled with 800 to 900 men, all ‘‘medical- 
ly unfit” for the army, and almost all 
drawn from the small trades and pro- 
fessions of the town, especially from 
those which had been hard hit by the 
war. Among those talked to I found 
a keeper of bathing machines, a pub- 
lican’s assistant, clerks, shop assist- 
ants, three clergy—these latter going 
home for their Sunday duty, and giving 
their wages to the Red Cross—unem- 
ploved architects and the like. 

T cannot recall any shop which made 
a greater impression of energy, of a 
spirit behind the work than this sho». 
In {ts tnspecting room I found a grad- 
uate from Yale. “I had to join in the 
fight,”” he said quietly—‘“this was the 
best way I could think of.” And it 
was noticeable besides for some remark- 
able machines, which America had als» 
sent us. 

In other shell factories, a 
lathe carries through one process, in- 
terminably repeated, sometimes two, 
possibly three. But here, with the ex- 
ception of the fixing and drilling of the 
copper band, and a few minor opera- 
tions, one lathe made the shell—cut, 
bored, roughed, turned, nosed and 
threaded it, so that it dropped out, all 
but the finished thing—minus, of course, 
the The steel pole introduced 
at thi: sinning of the process mado 
nine sicils, and the average time per 
shell was 23 minutes. No wonder that 
in the great warehouse adjoining the 
workshop one saw the shell heaps pil- 
ing up in their tens of thousands—on)y 
to be rushed off week by week, inces- 
santly, to the front. 


The National Shell Factories. 


So far, | have desembed the expansion 
or adaptation of firms already existing. 
But the country is now being covered 
with another and new type of work- 
shop—the National shell factories— 
which are founded, financed and run by 
the Ministry of Munitions. The English 
Government is rapidly becoming, if it 
has not already become, the greatest 
engineering employer itn the world. 

Let me take an illustration from an 
Yorkshire town—a town where this Gov- 
ernment engineering is rapidly absorb- 
ing everything but the textile factories. 
A young and most competent engineer 
officer is the Government head of the 
factory. The work was begun last July, 
by the help of borrewed lathes, tn a 
building which had been used for paint- 
ing railway carriages; its firet shell was 
completed last August. The ataff last 
June was one. It is now about 200, and 
the employes nearly 2500. 

A month after the first factory was 
opened, the Government asked for an- 
other—for larger shells. It was begun 
in August, and was in work in a few 
weeks. In September a still larger fac- 
tory—for larger shellea—(how these de- 
mands illustrate the course of the war! 
How they are themselves illuminated 
by the history of Verdun!)—was seen to 
be necessary. It was begun in Septem- 
ber, and is now running. Almost all the 
machines used in the factory have been 
made in the town itself, and about 10 
small firms, making shell parts, fuses, 
primers, gauges, etc., have been grouped 
round the main firm, and are every day 
sending in their work to the factorv to 
be tested, put together and delivered. 

No factory made a better impression 
upon me than this one. The large airy 
building with its cheerful lighting; the 
eirls in their dark blue caps and over- 
ails, their long and comely lines re-- 
minding one of some processional effect 
in a Florentine picture; the high pro- 
portion of good looks, even of delicate 
beauty. among them; the upper galleries 
with their tables piled with glittering 
trass work, amid which move the quick 
trained hands of the women—if one 
could have forgotten for a moment the 
meaning of it all, one might have ap- 
plied to itt Carlyle’s description of a 
treat school, as ‘‘a temple of industrious 
peace.”’

“We just must come and help 
to kill Germans,”’ they say quietly “All 
we mind is getting up at 5:30 every 
morning. Oh, no! it is not too tiring.’ 

The Biggest Shell Made. 

Afterwards? I remember one long 
procession of stately shops, with their 
high windows, their floors crowded with 
machines, their roofs lined with cranes. 
the flame of the forges and the smoke 
of the filzziing steel lighting up the dark 
groups of men, the huge howitzer shells. 
red-hot, swinging in mid-air, and the 
Same shelis, tamed and gleaming on the 
great lathes that rough and bore and 
finish them. Here are shells for the 
Queen Elizabeth guns—the biggest shel! 
made. This shop had been put up by 
good luck just as the war began. Its 
output of steel has increased from $0 
tons a week to 1040.

STRIKING FEATURE 
OF PARK PAGEANT 


Proposals of London Authority 
on Folk Dance and Song 
Adopted. 


CONSISTS OF 4 EPISODES 


May Day Revels of Shakspeare’s 
Time in English Town Will 
Be Depicted. 


The adoption by the Sst. Louis 
Pageant Drama Association of the 
proposals of Cecil J. Sharp of Lon- 
don, authority on folk dances and 
song, for the 30-minute prologue to 
“As You Like It,” as arranged for 
community presentation at Forest 
Park June 6 to 11, was announced 
yesterday by William W. LaBeaume, 
chairman of the Productions Com- 
mittee. 

Hundreds of St. Louisans already 
have applied for parts in the pro- 
logue, which will depict May day 
revels of Shakspeare’s time on the 
outskirts of an English town, and 
many of these St. Louisans already 
are rehearsing under the guldance of 
St. Louls dancing teachers who have 
donated their services. 

The prologue, consisting of four 
episodes, opens with a processional 
dance through the village. Fifty cou- 
ples, headed by four pipers and four 
taborers, engage in a folk dance, 
preferably the Tideswell Proces- 
sional, which is of the Morris type. 

Dancers From All Classes. 

Concerning the opening feature 
Sharp in his instructions says: 

“The dancers include men and 
women of all classes, all dressed in 
their holiday clothes, plentifully be- 
decked with flowers and _ ribbons. 
Each carries two handkerchiefs, one 
in each hand, or, if preferred, boughs 
of May blossoms. They dance around 
the arena fh a spiral until the musi- 
clans reach the center, whereupon all 
raise their arms and shout on the 
last chord of the tune, They then 
disperse, running off merrily to right 
and left, the lads chasing the girls 
in catch-who-can fashion, and group 
themselves in background watching 
the remainder of the procession.” 

A Maypole procession, opening the 
second episode, consists of two jack- 
o‘-greens, plowboys with a plow, 
sowers, reapers, a wagon drawn by 
several yoke of oxen and carrying 
the tree, milkmaids singing, black- 
smiths singing, wheelwrights sing- 
ing, carpenters, butchers, shoemakers 
and, each with his boy, master- 
sweeps. 

Sharp’s instructions for the _ re- 
mainder of Episode IJ are as follows: 

“When the wagon reaches the May- 
pit, the procession halts. The tree Is 
ceremoniously removed; ivy, laurels 
and other greenery wound around it 
spirally; a large garland placed at 
the top: and then, in dead silence, it 
is solemnly raised to position. Di- 
rectly this ts acomplished the spec- 
tators raise a great shout and repeat 
three times, ‘The pole is up.’ 


Jolly, Romping May Queen. 


“Then the men congregate and, 
after a brief consultation, run for- 
ward to the May Queen, present her 
with a wreath of May blossoms, with 
ribbon streamers and rosettes for her 
dress, ang escort her to ae raised 
mound of grass where everyone may 
see her. She is kissed by the men, 
amid much laughter and merriment, 
and defends herself by boxing their 
ears. The woman chosen ig a regular 
‘man’s girl,’ jolly, and of a romping 
kind, quite different from Ruskin’s 
conventional May Queen. 

“A large group is quickly formed 
round the Maypole in a ring, alter- 
nately men and women, and all take 
hands. The Maypole dance is then 
performed, ‘Sellenger’s Round’ and 
‘Gathering’ Peascods.’ Two other 
groups perform these dances around 
the jack-o'-greens, making one 
large center circle and two smaller 
ones, right and left." 

Episode III ts entitled “Padstow 
May Dance and Song,” and Episode 
1V bears the caption “Morris Dancers 
and Country Dance and Recessiona!],’’ 
but the action is virtually continu- 
ous. Sharp’s instructions for these 
episodes follow: 

“Strains of the May Song are heard, 
the crowd listens and falls back, the 
hobby horse enters from the left (or 
right) escorted by etx or eight couples 
of men, gafiy Greased and decorated 
with flowers, singing the May gong, in 
which the assembled spectators join. As 
thev make their appearance the crowd 
runs out, meets them and gathers round 
them in a ring, in the middle of which 
the horse and its attendant dance, the 
former every now and again dashing 
out and trying to catch one of the 
maidens, who with much laughter anc 
occasional shrieks usually wucceeds in 
avoiding his clumsy embraces. 

“When the tune has been sung a few 
times, a slight pause is made; the horse 
sinks down with his head on the ground, 
the clubman drops on one knee and 
places his club on the horse's nose, 
while the crowd sings very solemnly 
the dirge-like strain, “O Where Is St 
George?’ At the conclusion of this.

NEW YORK, April 23.—The World 
prints this (Sunday) morning original 
letters and other evidence that reveal, 
it says, a nation-wide campaign to 
elect United States Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in the interest of the 
Imperial German Government. 

It declares that candidates for the 
highest offices under this Government 
have yielded to German pressure and 
are fighting against the President of 
the United .States and American in- 
terests for the Kaiser and the inter- 
est of Germany.

The reports of rioting which reached 
Juarez over military wires, but which 
were not fathered by any reliable 
source, did not make clear the cause of 
the troubles. One report was that the 
Clericals had started a demonstration 
against Carranza and that the he had 
fled to Guadalajara. Another was that 
the troops had revolted and the First 
Chief was without an army. 

Tt is firmly believed in Juarez that a 
change of: the Government Is tmminent 
and some of the officers even believe 
that it already has taken place. Gen. 
Gavira, commandant of the Juarez gar- 
rison. and other officers also are a bit 
puzzled and alarmed over the movement 
into Mexico today at Columbus of a 
detachment of infantry reported to 
number 1200 men. 

Gen. Gavira Is Puzzled. 

“It is incomprehensible to me,” said 
Gen. Gavira. “There appears to be every 
reason to believe that the American 
troops are to be withdrawn, but the 
nearer draws the time to take them out, 
the greater are the forces sent into 
Mexico by the Americans. 

“The purpose of this expedition, as I 
understand it, is to capture one man, 
Villa, a notorious bandit Why, then, 
the four-inch guns? Long trains of mo- 
tor trucks and mounted batteries are 
not necessary to take one man who is 
now known to be wounded. At times I 
am almost forced to the conclusion that 
intervention in my unhappy country Is 
in the minds of President Wilson and 
his advisers.” 

An American business man who has 
lived in Torreon and Durango for ‘4 
years returned to the border today. He 
declares that conditions in thuge cities 
are worse than at any time since the 
wars began five years ago. 

“These cities are more populous thar.

the influx of the starving people from 
the outlying ranches.

Four galions of kerosene, furnished?

demonstrating a chemical compound 
invented by Percy W. Tressidder of 
4205A Maffitt avenue, which had been 
added to the oil to give it the same 
gas-producing qualities of gasoline. 
F. J. Penn, who made the tests of 
compound for the Standard Oil 
Co., told the inventor, following the 


demonstration, that he had made a

not received any offer from the com- 


pany for his invention. 


The tests of the compound were 
made in a two-passenger runabout 
and a seven-passenger auto. The 
smaller machine is the property of 
the Standard Oil Co. It’s tank was 
thoroughly drained by Penn and the 
engine was run until it died, thor- 
oughly draining the carburetor, be- 
fore the coal oil was put in. It re- 
sponded immediately to cranking and 
ran smoothly on the kerosene and 
chemical compound. 


The engine of the larger car chug- 
ged spasmodically on the coal oil 
feed and it failed to respond power- 
fully when the throttle was opened. 
The inventor explained the failure oy 
the engine to run as smoothly and 
with as much power as that of the 
small car by saying there was prob- 
ably a marked difference in the ad- 
justment of the carbureters of the 
two engines. 

The smaller car run about 
eight miles and the larger about two 
mites.

NEW YORK, April 22.—State Sena- 
tor Robert F. Wagner, who today was 
nominated by President Wilson for 
the place of Postmaster of New York 
City, annotinced, when notified of his 
selection, that he would be unable to 
accept. 

‘T have indicated before that I did 
not seek the office, and that if I 
had any political ambitions they were 
in other directions,” said Wagner. 
“Naturally the President’s offer of 
the positg@n is an honor which I do 
not underestimate, but which I find 
impossible to accept.”

WASHINGTCN, April 23.—Robert 
}. Wagner was nominated by Presi- 
dent Wilson today for Postmaster of 
New York, and Dixon.C, Williams to 
be Postmaster of Chicago. 

The President wrote letters to Sen- 
ators O’Gorman and Lewis informing 
them that he desired to make personal 
appointments for the New York and 
Chicago offices and notified them

Williams is a close friend of Post- 
master-General Burleson. Senator 
Lewis recommended four German- 
Americans whom he said would be 
satisfactory to him, but Williams was 
not on the list,

and newspaper business in Lebanon, 
Tenn., until 1898, when he went to 
Chicago and entered the manufactur- 
ing business.

PRISONER IS SAID 
TO HAVE AGREED 10 
AILL J. P. MORGAN 


Accusers Say He Was Willing to 
Run Financier’s Auto Down or 
Leave Bomb in Office. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—Harry L. New- 
ton, a former munitions worker, who 
was arrested here Thursday after en- 
tering into an alleged agreement to blow 
up a munitions plant, was prepared to 
kill J. P. Morgan, according to an affi- 
davit submitted today in the Tombs Po- 
Iice Court. On the strength of this 
document Newton was held for exam- 
ination next Tuesday. 

In the affidavit, made by Lieut. Bar- 
nitz, a detective, and corroborated by 
Felix W. Galley, a Fifth avenue con- 
tractor, it is sworn that Newton prom- 
ised to kill Morgan, if well paid for it, 
by running an automobjle at full speed 
into the banker's cuz Att this scheme 
failed, Newton promised-maccording to 
the affidavit, to carry a time bomb into 
Morgan's offices and leave it there, say- 
ing he could gain entrance by displaying 
a button inscribed “In His Majesty’s 
Service,’’ which he obtained when work- 
ing in a Canadian munitions factory. 

Newton was held in the court today on 
a charge of violating a section of the 
penal code dealing with ‘fan attempt to 
commit a crime.” 

Newton was arrested after he was 
alleged to have agreed with detectives 
to destroy munitions plants in Dun- 
kirk, N. Y., and Canada. He was ar- 
raigned yesterday and charged with 
bringing explosives from Canada. Ex- 
enerated of this accusation by the 
Court, he was next held on a complaint 
that he had a bomb in his possession 
in Buffalo. This also was discarded 
and he was then charged with conspir- 
ing to blow up the Federal building in 
this city, for which he was held until 
the new charge was entered against him 
today.

Major Went Away and D.d Not No- 
tify the Lieutenant-Governor 
of His Departure. 

Lieutenant-Governor Painter 
night automatically became Governor of 
Missouri, but up to last night had not 
taken up his duties because he had not 
been officially notifed that Gov. Major 
was out of the State. 

Gov. Major departed from St. Louis 
for a week's tour of Southern states in

This is attributed by politicians to a 
speech Lieutenant-Governor Painter de- 
livered at a Democratic gathering in 
Columbia last week.

Major’s name in his speech, 
but in describing his own qualifications 
for Governor, he said he could not 
dance, and he talked about the diversion 
of the school fund and inefficiency in 
the management of State institutions.

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BRITAIN IMPOSES 
REOTRIGTIONS ON 
U5. STEEL TRADE 


Dealers Forced to Guarantee 
That Orders Are Not Destined 
for England’s Enemies. 


Great Britain's attempt to prevent 
the importation of steel products into 
Germany has led to the promulgation 
of a stringent trade regulation that 
extends to practically every dealer in 
steel products in the United States. 
St Louis steel men have received 
notice from the large steel manufac- 
turers that hereafter every sale of, 
semi-finished steel products in the 
manufacture of which ferro manga- 
nese or ferro chrome is used (which 
means virtually all steel, including 
war supplies) will be made only on 
condition that the purchaser agrees to 
the “Consumers’ Guarantee for Cres,” 
promulgated by the British Govern- 
ment, 

This means, a large St. Louis dealer 
in steel prolucts said, that the entire 
steel industries of the United States 
is at the mercy of the British Govern- 
ment. It means further, he said, 
that military and naval preparedness 
are absolutely necessary if the United 
States is to maintain economic free- 
dom. Great Britain’s power to en- 
force this trade regulation comes 
from her great navy, he said. 

Conditions England Imposes. 

The conditions imposed as a result 
of the “Consumer’s Guarantee for 
Cres’’ are: That orders for steel prod-

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LETTER ON NAVY'S. 
‘UNPREPAREDNESS’ 
SENT 10. SENATE 


Communication by Rear Admiral 
j Fiske Transmitted by Sec- 
' retary Daniels. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—Secre- 
tary Daniels transmitted to the Sen- 
ate today his response to the Lodge 
resolution, adopted April 12, calling 
upon him to submit a letter from the 
Navy General Board dated Aug. 3, 
1914, and a communication from Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, then aid 
Jor operations, dated Nov. 9, 1914. 
The communications were described 
in the resolution as warning the Sec- 
retary that the navy was unprepared 
for war. They were first mentioned 
publicly when Representative Brit- 
ten asked Daniels to produce them 
during his examination before the 
House Naval Committee recently, and 
he refused. 

Admiral Fiske’s letter is a long 
document beginning with the state- 
ment that the writer urgently re- 
quests “the attention of the Secre- 
tary to the fact that the United 
States navy is unprepared for war.” 

Search of the files of the Navy De- 
partment and the General Board 
failed to disclose, however, any such 
letter from the General Board as 
that mentioned in the resolution, ac- 
cording to Secretary Daniels. A let- 
ter from Admiral Dewey, president 
of the Board, containing such a 
Statement is transmitted. 

Admiral Wiske’s letter is a careful 
analysis of the situation of the navy in 
the early days of the European war and 
contains the statement that if the coun- 
try avoids war during the enext five 
years it will be accomplished only by a 
happy combination of diplomatic skill 
end rare good fortune. 

It asserts that the navy was then 
short 19,600 men and that while the ships 
were well organized and “pretty well 
drilled,” that the department itself was 
neither ‘organized nor drilled in a mili- 
tary way.’”’ 

“Perhaps this is nobody’s familt,” the 
letter continues, ‘and maybe attributed 
to the fact that our navy has never had 
to fight a serious enemy; certainly not 
in a hundred years.” 

Admiral Fiske then appends an argu- 
ment for the creation of a navy genecal 
staff. 

Commenting on this letter, Secretary 
Daniels, in his.communication to the 
Senate, says: 

“This communication was not fur- 
nished to me and I did not know of its 
existence until long after it was written 
Jt was filed with the chief clerk without 
my knowledge that it had been written. 
Although Rear Admiral Fiske was in 
my office daily, he did not tell me that 
he had placed the communication 9n 
file.’’

NEARLY AS MUCH HORSE AS 
MOTOR TRAFFIC IN COUNTY

Revealed in Official Recapitulation of Highway 
Census—Data Gathered as Basis for Plans

The first official recapitulation of the 
preliminary highway census of St. Louls 
County, begun March 28 and continued 
was made public at 

Its most astonishing

revelation, in the opinion of those who 
have been studying traffic conditions 
in the county, was that the horse is still 


holding its own With the motor Car. 

Twenty-one cersus takers, posted at 
points where 73 branches of traffic might 
be observed, counted 64,910 autos of all 
kinds and 64,859 horse-drawn vehicles, 
leaving a balance of 61 in favor of- the 
former out of a,total of 129,769. It had 
been thought that a greater motor pre- 
dominance would be disclosed, particu- 
larly since some of the observation 
points were close to the city limits on 
highways greatly tavored by motorists. 

Practically all of the 129,769 vehicles 
were counted by more than one observer. 
It is estimated that a fourth of that 
number would closely approximate the 
net traffic for the seven days. 

The survey is under the direction of 
W. E. Rosengarten, highway engineer of 
the public roads and rural engineering 
section of the United States Departmen: 
of Agriculture. The recapitulation was 
prepared from the reports of tne census 
takers by Emil Kronsburg of the County 
Highway Engineers Department. 

Motor cars actually did predominate 
largely at all points east of the Denay 
road, but west of that thoroughfare 
horse-drawn vehicles were in such a 
great majority as almost to wipe out 
the discrepancy. 

The busiest single traffic point was 
found on the St. Charles rock road, 
for the comparatively short distance 
between the Lucas and Hunt road and 
the city limits. Here 6374 vehicles were 
counted within the week. The nine next 
points were: 

Gravois road, east of Tesson Ferry 
road, 6003; Manchester road east of Big 
Bend road, 5106; St. Charles rock road 
west of Lucas and Hunt road, 4762; 
Big Bend road south of Manchester 
road, 4577; Gravois road west of Tesson 
Ferry road, 4415; Natural Bridge road 
east of Florissant road, 3534; Lemay 
Ferry road north of Telegraph road, 
3278: Manchester road west of Big Bend 
road, 3091; Denny road south of Man- 
chester road, 2763. 

While it was said that the census 
did not indicate which of the main 
thoroughfares leading out of St. Louis 
bears the heaviest traffic, the recapitu- 
lation shows only three of them men- 
tioned twice among the 10 leaders. If 
this were taken as a criterion it would 
seem that the St. Charles rock road is 
first, the Manchester road and the 
Gravois road closely following.

Policy of Rigid Discipline.

Served in Confederate Army in 
His Youth and: Was Promi- 
nent in Church Affairs. 


Alphonse Chase Stewart, 67 years old. 
of 6727 Cabanne avenue, attorney and 
former president of the Police Board, 
died at 6:30 o’clock last night in St. 
Luke’s Hospital, from uremia, after an 
iliness which began Friday afternoea 
on a train. 

He was the head of the law firm of 
Stewart, Bryan & Williams, and was 
counsel for the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co, He was a native of Lebanon. 
Tenn., and as a boy in his ‘teens served 
in Stearns’ Fourth Tennessee Cavalry, 
of the Confederate army. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1867, 
and practiced in Winchester, Tenn., 
and Meridian, Miss., before coming te 
St. Louis in 1873. He was a thirty- 
third degree Mason and was active in 
church and Sunday-school work, hav- 
ing been one of the leading laymen of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian denom!- 
nation, which in recent years merged 
with the main Presbyterian body. He 
was one of the chief supporters of 
Missouri Valley College, m Marshall, 
Mo., and was the donor of the $75,000 
Stewart Chapel there. 

Gov. Folk, in 1906, made Stewart 
head of the St. Louls Police Board. 
He gave much time and energy te 
police affairs, and introduced a policy 
of military strictness in dealing with 
breaches of discipline on the part ef 
policemen. The rule that no policeman 
shall enter a saloon, except in per- 
formance of his d@ty, was introduced 
by him. Stewart also inaugurated a 
policy of publicity in police matters, 
by opening Police Bcard meetings to 
newspaper reporters, who had formerly 
been excluded, 

He is survived by Mrs. Stewart, who 
was formerly Miss Elizabeth Smith 
of Winchester Tenn., a son, Dr. Sam- 
uel Smith Stewart, and a daughter, 
Mrs. George H. Williams, formerly 
Miss Harriet Chase Stewart. His son- 
in-law, former Judge Williams, was one 
of his law partners,

GERMAN ABUSE OF PRISONERS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA IS CHARGED 


Poorly Fed, Scantily Clad and Kept 
in Insanitary Quarters, Commis- 
sion Report Says. 
LONDON, April 22—A Reuter dispatch 
from Cape Town, dealing with the re- 
port of a commission. of inquiry into 
the treatment of prisoners of war by tha 
Germans in Southwest Africa is in 

part as follows: 

“Food rations were coarse and be- 
came so insufficient that men were re- 
duced to waiting in line to drink the 
blood of slaughtered oxen and to boil- 
ing the soft parts of hides to extract 
nourishment. They were scantily clad 
and harshly treated, some being sent 
on long railway journeys clad in tunic, 
a short loin cloth and sandals and 
helmet, a spectacle, says the report, 
‘for women natives who saw them on 
the road.’ The German Governor Seitz 
ordered them placed in frons during 
their transit. One officer, Capt. Geary 
was held in solitary confinement for 
six months in a small cell of filthy 
sanitary conditions and infested with 
vermin and threatened with confinement 
in dark cell if he dared to look out 
of the window. 

“British civilians who were political 
prisoners, with women and _ children, 
were confined to common fails, sleeping 
10 in a single cell with locked doors, re- 
sulting In sickness. 

Gen. Louis Botha told the House the 
prisoners had been released and were 


no longer suffering.

1629 OUT OF EACH 1000 ENLISTED 


MEN IN U, S, ARMY ILL IN 1914 


Pablic Health Service Unable to Ac- 
count for Showing as Against 
Other Federal Employes. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—Officers 
and soldiers of the United States 
Army were sick oftener and longer 
in 1914 than any other body of men 
which came under the observation of 
the Public Health Service, according 
to a report on disability statistics 

published today. 

During the year, the report Says, 
629 enlisted men out of every 1000 
in the army were admitted to sick 
report. Disability due to disease was 
as the rate of 498 per 1000, and due 
to injury, 131. The average disabill- 
ty lasted 13% days and the average 
number of days of disability per 
year for all the enlisted personnel 
was eight and one half., 

Government employes in Washing- 
ton, according to statistics covering 
16,000 persons, lost only 5.84 days 
each On an average for disability, 
or nearly three days each less a 
year than for enlisted men. 

The report said the Service was at 
a loss to understand this, inasmuch 
as a large percentage of Government 
employes are in middle or elderly 
life, while the big majority of en- 
listed men are in their 20s and are 
acepted only after rigid physical ex- 
aminations. 


BAKER DEFENDS “SPEEDING UP” 


Secretary Wants Bill to Abolish Sys- 
tem at Arsenals Killed. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Secretary 
Baker wrote a letter to Speaker Clark 
today urging that pending legislation 
to abolish so-called speeding-up meth- 
ods at Government arsenals be de- 
feated. He said there was no evi- 
dence that the system had imposed 
regulations unduly severe upon work- 
men, aS implied by labor leaders who 
are advocating its abolition.

SIX PRISONERS IN ILLINOIS 
JAIL ESCAPE, ONE RECAPTURED 


Slat From a Bunk Is Used to Dig 
Through Three Layers of a 
Brick Wall. 
KANKAKEE, Ill., Aprill 22.—Six pris. 
oners, charged with felonious crimes, 
participated in a jail delivery here at 
6:45 o'clock this evening and five of 
them succeeded in eluding a large 
posse, headed by Sheriff Bothfu, which 

pursued them. 

Alfred Hunter, a negro, awaiting trial 
on a charge of attempted murder, was 
captured shortly before 10 o'clock. 

The prisoners, who included Gus Pen- 
man, Jesse Brown, Joseph Burns, Frank 
Miller, Charles Johnson and Hunter, ef- 
fected their escape by digging through 
three layers of a brick wall with a 
steel slat from one of the bunks in the 
cells. 

Penman, who is supposed to have led 
the prisoners, was convicted in Cham- 
paign County of murdering his chum, 
Harold Shaw. He was sentenced to 
life imprisonement, but was granted a 
new trial by the Supreme Court. Taking 
a change of venue, he was brought to 
this city for a second trial, which was 
to have begun on May 2%. 


LOSSES OF BRITISH OFFICERS IN 
WAR TO END OF MARCH, 25,033 


Casualties During Last Monta of the 
Period Were Again Heaviest 
on Eastern Front. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 10.—Officers’ casu- 
alty lists show that during March the 
British army lost $72 killed, 690 wounded 
and 44 missing, a total of 1106. 

The losses in officers since the com- 
mencement of hostilities total 25,083. Of 
these, 7792 were killed or died of wounds, 
15,438 were wounded and 1803 are missing. 

In March the losses were again heav- 
iest in the eastern war theater, the 
Indians losing 73 killed, 91 wounded and 
9 missing. Lancashire regiments had 
13 killed, 27 wounded; Kents, 3 killed, 
40 wounded; Canadians, 10 killed, 25 
wounded; Royal Engineers, 1 killed, 
2% wounded; Royal Field Artillery, 12 
killed, 55 wounded. The flying corps 
casualties are higher, with 9 killed, 14 
wounded and 13 missing. 

Two Brigadier-Generals and two 
Major-Generals were wounded and one 
Colonel and 11 Lieutenant-Colonels 
killed during the month.

IGOE BILL AMENDING RESERVE 
ACT TO BE REPORTED FAVORABLY 


It Allows an Individual to Serve as 
Officer, Director or Employe ef 
More Than One Bank. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.— 
The House Committe on Banking and 
Currency will make a favorable re- 
port Monday on a Dbijl introduced by 
Representative Igoe of St. Louis 
amending the Federal Reserve Act 
cM that one individual may serve as 


an officer, director or employe of} 
more than one bank, banking associa- 


tion or trust company in the new cur- | 


rency system. 

The Federal Reserve Board is 
given discretion to determine when 
substantial competition exists  be- 
tween member banks. Where banks 
are in active competition an individu- 
al may not serve as officer, director 
or employe of more than one institu- 
tion. Where such competition does 
not exist one individual may serve 
wth the principal institution with 
which he is conected and not more 
than two other member banks. 

The bill was introduced at the urg-, 
ent request of Festus J. Wade and 
other leading St. Louis bankers. 

A similar bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Kern of Indiana.

VALVE TIMING ARE 
EXPERTS’ WORK 


Post-Dispatch Motor Enginecr 

explains ‘Various Plans and 

Their Relation to Multi- 
Cylinder Motors. 


By WILLIAM H. STEWART JR. 
President _ Stewart Automobile 
School. 

In the four cycle type motor the 
crank shaft makes two revolutions 
to complete the cycle of operations. 
The suction and compressions stroke 
is one revolution; the firing and ex- 


- haust stroke is the other revolution. 


The charge of gas is taken into the 
evilinder by the down stroke of the 
piston and eompressed by the up 
stroke. Likewise when the charge is 
fired the piston is forced outward 
and on the sé@cond up stroke the 
burned gases exhausted. In order to 
admit the new gases to the cylinder 
the intake valve, timed to open and 
close at the right instant, !s neces- 
sary. Likewise an exhaust valve. 

Ordinarily one would think that 
these valves would open and close at 
the end of the strokes, but such is 
not the case. A fixed “lag’’ and “lead’ 
are given the valves according to the 
design of the motor. Ordinarily the 
intake valve is timed to open at a 
point about 12 degrees past top cen- 
ier and to close at a point about 30 
degrees past bottom center. The ex- 
haust valve opens about 40 degrees 
before bottom center and closes about 
19 degrees past top center. Top cen- 
ter is determined when the piston is 
up: bottom center When it is down. 
Since there are 360 degrees to a 
circle, the flywheel is usually marked 
in a manner to fix these points of 
opening and closing. 

Difference of Motors. 

Motors differ considerably as to 
valve timing. The size and lift of the 
valves, eviinder bore and the revo- 
lution per minute of the motor, to- 
cether with numerous other factors 
determine the valve timing. Take, for 
instance, the intake valve. When pis- 
ton ‘“D” begins to travel down a 
vacuum is created. At this time the 
exhaust valve must be closed and the 
intake valve opened to permit the 
rases being drawn into the cylinder 
as the piston travels outward. As 
the crank pin passes through the arc 
at the bottom center the piston for 
a time is at a standstill. However, the 
inrushing gases will continue to flow 
into the cylinder until piston “D” be- 
gine to travel upward on compres- 
ston. The {ntake valwe should close 
at a point when the piston on com- 
pression would tend to force out the 
gases already in the cylinder. It is 
desired that the cylinder receive as 
large a volume of gas as is possible 
to obtain. The new gases being drawn 
into the cylinder by the suction of 
the piston attain a certain velocity 
and for this reason the fntake valve 
is held open as long as possible to 
permit all the gases possible to enter 
the cylinder. 

The piston on the upward 3troke com- 
presses this charge from atmosoh-ric 
pressure to that of about 3 pounds. 
As the piston again reaches top cent*r 
of compression the spark is timed to 
fenite the charge which, in burning and 
expanding forces the piston outward 
on the firing etroke. As the niston trav- 
els outward on the firing stroke the 
pressure exerted is reduced, :he effec- 
tive pressure being exerted on the piston 
during the early part of the ztroke. The 
exhaust valve is timed to open efore 
the piston reaches bottom center in sr- 
der to permit excess pressure to escape 
before the piston returns on the up 
stroke. If this lead was not given to 
the exhaust valve undue pressure vould 
be exerted on the piston during the 
scavenging stroke. 

The Exhaust Valve. 

Since three of the four strokes are idic 
the energy consumed in effecting this 
would cause loss of power. As the pis- 
ton travels upward on the exhaust stroke 
the burned gases are expelled thruugh 
the exhaust valve, which is also held 
open as long as possible to take ad- 
vantage of the velocity of the gases. In 
short, the exhaust valve may remai 
open until the piston begins to travel 
down on the suction stroke and tend to 
create a vacuum. At this point the ex- 
haust valve must close and the suction 
concentrated at the intake valve, which 
should then open. 

At “A” ts shown the intake timing 
gear which meshes with “CC,” the crank 
shaft gear. At "‘B’’ is shown the ex- 
aust cam shaft gear which likewise 
is driven by the crank shaft wear. Since 
two revolutions of the crank shaft are 
necessary to complete the cycle, namely, 
suction, compression, firing and exhaust, 
the timing gears ‘‘A'’ and “B’’ must be 
driven at half time speed. Fer this 
reason the cam shaft timing gears have 
twice as many teeth as the crank shaft 
timing @wear. At’ and “G’"’ are shown 
the cams of the cam shaft. These in 
rotating. -actuate the. valve lifter ‘R'’ 
which operates valves “l’’ and ‘H."’ 

Heavy valve springs are used to re 
turn the valve to its seat quickly when 
the point of the cam leaves the roller. 
One may readily note the order of firing 
of cylinders by observing the action of 
the intake valves or the exhaust valves. 
If it ia 1. 2 4 & No. 1 valve will actuate 
first, No. 3 next, No. 4 next and No. 2 
test

notor It is necessary only to time the 
stake and exhaust valve of one cylinde-. 

‘am shafts are constructed so that ti':- 
ng of the other cylinders weuld be the 
same as that of the first. 
Te Determine Center. 

When the fiywheel is marked indicat- 
ing the points of opening and closing of 
the valves, it is an easy matter to de- 
termine the top center or bottom center 
of the piston and then give the neces- 
vary lead to the vaive. If the flywheel 

set in a position where the exhaust 
valve whould open the timing gear “‘B"' 
may be turned in position, so that cam 
‘Tr will be about to raise the vaive 
lifter “RR.” Likewise the intake vaive 
may be timed by setting of gear "A."

At point “‘R’’ ts shown a slight clear- 
ance between the valve stem and the 
valve lifter. This clearance is necessary 
to allow for the expansion of the metal 
when heated, otherwise when the motor 
is hot the valve would become unseated 
due to the elongation of the valve stem. 
Likewise if too much clearance is per- 
‘mitted at these points the lift of the 
valves would be lessened and the exact 
cpening and closing points of the valves 
disturbed. This clearance should be in 
accordance with instructions of the man- 
ufacturer. 

If the valves are not timed accurately 
the motor will not develop its maximum 
efficiency or even may not run at all. 
Reseating the valves occasionally ts also 
necessary. Especially is this true with 
the exhaust valve, which is subjected to 
considerable heat and waste products of 
combustion. The inrush of fresh gases 
past the intake valve has a tendency to 
keep it clean, and for this reason this 
valve does not foul so readily. A slight 
particle of carbon on the seat of the 
valve will cause loss of compression and 
‘vhen the compression is reduced toss of 
power results. 

Ignition Timing. 

Correct ignition timing is also very im- 
portant. The charge of gas must be fully 
ignited at the instant the crank pin 
passes dead center. When this is done 
the full expansive force of the explosion 
is exerted on the piston and the best re- 
sults are obtained. When the motor is 
turning over at the rate of 1000 revolu- 
tlons a minute the crank pin passes 
through top center much faster than 
when the motor is turning over at the 
rate of 500 revolutions a minute. Since 
it takes a certain amount of time for 
the charge of gas to become fully ig- 
nited, it ig necessary to introduce the 
spark into the cylinder a little in ad- 
vance in order to fully Ignite the charge 
by the time the crank pin passes dead 
center. The faster the motor turns over 
the more advanced must be the spark. 
The volume of the spark is not change: 
Uy advancing or retarding, but simp!y 
the time of the spark in relation to posi- 
tion of the crank pin. When a motor is 
turning over very fast the spark may 
he advanced as much as 4 degrees; that 
is to say, the charge will begin to ig- 
nite 40 degrees before the crank pin 
reaches top center. As the speed of the 
motor is reduced the advance must be 
r-sduced, otherwise the force of the ex- 
riosion will be exerted on the piston too 
seon and the tendency would be to re- 
verse the direction of the crank sha't. 
When the spark is too far advanced a 
<nock {s noticeable. This is caused by 
‘Le piston acting against the explosive 
force. The momentum of the fly whee! 
carries the piston through the cycle; 
otherwise it would reverse.

BURMAN’S BLITZEN MAY 
RACE AT SHEEPSHEAD 


With the opening of the automobile 
racing season onlv a few weeks olf 
racegoers are wondering who will pilu! 
the famous Biitzen Benz car, in which 
the late ‘“‘Wild Bob’’ Burman estab- 
lished the world’s record in 1911 at 
Daytona, Fla., when he drove the oid 
“war horse’ a mile in 0:25:46. This 
performance has never been equaled. It 
ie doubtful if there is a car in the 
country which might be considered u 
dangerous contender to the Burman 
mount of five years ago. 

Barney Oldfield was the first driver 
to bring the car into prominence, cap- 
turing a world’s record with it by ne- 
gotiating a mile in 0:27:28, in 1909, over 
the Daytona course. 

In Burman’s entire career as a race 
driver, he never feared -for his Benz 
record except during the season of 
1912, when a 300-horsepower Mercedes 
and a Fiat of the same power were 
bullt to lower the Burman mark. The 
Mercedes failed to accomplish its pur- 


| pose when it started at Semmering Hill, 
Germany, and the big Fiat fell short 
'in a trial at the mile record at Sait- 


burn-by-the-Sea, England.

| land’—— Will we EVER get to America? 
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ANCHO VILLA’S adventurous career, cul- 
minating in his raid upon the New Mexican 
town of Columbus, has been for our gen- 
eration a spectacular illustration of the 
opportunities open to the Mexican soldier 
of fortune; but his fame in this field was 
eclipsed by a greater Villa of half a cen- 

tury ago—Juan N. Cortina, who set up a republic of his 

own in Texas, and in one brilliant campaign of half a 

dozen battles ‘within 48 hours defeated in succession 

the numerically superior armies of two nations—France 
and the Confederacy. 

Also, after a life fraught with military exploits from 
his boyhood Cortina met a miserable fate. He battled 
vatiantly in behalf of Porfirio Diaz; but the great dic- 
tator, on feeling his power firmly established, repaid 
his follower’s devotion by seizing him on the pretext 
that he had disobeyed a military order. Cortina was 
flung into a dungeon and held there until he became 
blind and sank into a mental and physical wreck. He 
spent his last years as an object of pity and charity in 
the province where he had once been the all-powerful 
Governor. 

Cortina was a Spanish-Mexican and was born on 
June 15, 1830, either near the city of Matamoras, Mex- 
ico, or near the present city of Brownsville, Tex. When- 
ever he was in trouble in Mexico he proclaimed his 
American nativity and whenever he fell into the hands 
of the Texans he demanded protection from the Mex- 
ican authorities. On one side of the

mand of the Department of Texas. Lee had won the 
favor of the Government through his quick suppression 
of John Brown’s revolt at Harper’s Ferry. 

Defeat on one side of the river forced Cortina to shift 
the scene of his endeavors to the territory on the south- 
ern bank of the Rio Grande, and there the political 
affairs were particularly pleasing to a man who could 
reinforce his partisans with an armed force of more 
than 1000 free lance warriors. Flirting with both 
factions, he gained the protection that he desired, and 
in a short time became the most powerful individual 
in the northern provinces of Mexico. 

In August, 1864, Cortina made an alliance with 
Juarez, who then was fighting rebels as well as the 
French, and to bind it the President gave him the rank 
of a General in the regular army and made him mili- 
tary commander of Matamoras. 

By the fate of two wars, when September, 1864, 
opened, there happened to be within the radius of 20 
miles from Matamoras detachments of the French, 
Mexican, United States and Confederate armies, while 
over the hills toward the City of Mexico the insurgent 
armies of Porfirio Diaz and Negrete were fighting 
French and Mexicans with all the fury of the ancient 
Mistecs from whom they were descended. 

On Sept. 6, Cortina was forced into a series of bat- 
tles that permitted him to repay Juarez for having 
given him the title of General. Five thousand French 
soldiers, who were among the best that Louis Napoleon 
had sent across the ocean and were reinforced by what 
were regarded as the best artillerymen in the world, 
marched out upon Matamoras to subdue the whole Rio 
Grande valley. As soon as Cortina heard news of the 
advance he fortified Matamoras with cotton bales, and 


proceeded out of the city with his 3000 “Aigles,” or 
“Eagles,” as his soldiers were called, to meet the 
French. 


Eight miles east of Matamoras Cortina fell upon the 
advancing foreigners with such ferocity that he almost 
put the enemy to rout at the first attack. He was pre- 
paring to press his advantage, when a messenger from 
Matamoras brought him the intelligence that the Con- 


border his name was John N. Cortina; 
on the other it was Juan Nepomucene 
Cortina. 

When Cortina reached his sixteenth 
year he proclaimed himself an enemy 
of the new Texas republic, and took 
part in several skirmishes between the 
supporters of the old regime and the 
forces of the new. In March, 1845, the 
United States annexed Texas, and when, 
nine months later, Gen. Zachary Taylor 
and an army were sent to the Rio 
Grande to guard the border, the Rancho 
del Carmen, Cortina’s plantation, be- 
came the headquarters of every Mexican 
sympathizer in the “lost province.” 

The conclusion of the Mexican War 
saw Cortina at the age of 17 with the 
rank of Captain and a reputation for 
brilliant fighting that spread through- 
out the republic. 

The Mexicans who 
Texas and had been 
American citizens in spite of their 
wishes in the matter lost no oppor- 
tunity to express their opinions on the 
subject of the conquest. Cortina be- 
came the leader of the Mexican-Texans, 
scores of whom he impressed into his 
ranks. / 

Fort Brown, of Gen. Taylor’s days, had become the 
city of Brownsville, notable in those days as the iarg- 
est settlement of Americans in that yart of the State. 
To wipe out this rendezvous of his enemies Cortina 
and his band of horsemen rode into the little city one 
hot afternoon in July, 1859) while all the populace was 
at siesta and made such a commotion with voice and 
gun that the inhabitants mistook the descent for an 
attack of Indians. | 

later it developed that this attack’ had been made 
solely for reconnoitering purposes, for on Sept. 28 Cor- 
tina and 80 men re-entered the village and captured it 
after a battle in which a constable and a merchant 
were killed and 10 other residents wounded. 

In the morning Cortina raised the flag of a new 
republic which he had created during the night and he 
was about to install with much ceremony the officials 
whom he had chosen, when the Mexican Consul and a 
delegation of citizens from Matamoras prevailed on him 
to abandon the village. : 

These and other succeeding successes intoxicated Cor- 
tina with exultation over his own military capacity, 
and, with the view of becoming a dictator or presi- 
dent of a new nation, he declared war on the United 
States. In a proclamation, dated Nov. 23 and filled 
with references to great patriots and to the manner in 
which the Americans had obtained possession of Texas, 
he appealed to all Mexicans to aid. him in his task. 

Alarmed by the reports of the character of the revolt, 
the War Department at Washington, under orders of 
Feb. 9,. 1860, assigned Col. Robert E. Lee to the com- 
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possession of the breastworks of cotton bales at thg 
principal entranees of the city. 

Before the afternoon was spent the Confederates had 
been defeated, and in the confusion and excitement of 
their fording of the Rio Grande many of them were 
shot and drowned. 

Cortina pursued the Confederates across the river 
and in another desperate battle with the twice-defeated 
but still unconquered Southerners drove them out of 
Brownsville, capturing one of the Confederacy’s strong- 
holds in Texas and munitions and supplies worth more 
than a million dollars. 

But such sweeping victories did not satisfy Cortina. 
At dawn Cortina surprised even his “Aigles” by hoist- 
ing the United States flag over Brownsville. At the 
same time he dispatched to Col. Day a messenger with 
a brief communication in which he offered to surrender 
to him the city and fort of Brownsville and transfer 
every one of the “Aigles” in Texas into the service of 
the United States. Col. Day, prevented by regulations 
from accepting the services of an armed force, asked 
Cortina to lay down his arms, and, this being done, 
added the whole force to the Federal command. 

On the following day the “Aigles” rode out of 
Brownsville side by side with men who under Winfield 
Scott had fought the Mexicans at La Jacinto and on 
scores of other battlefields. 

After a pursuit of a half day the Federal force over- 
took Col. Giddings, and there was a brief but spirited 
conflict. The Confederates scattered in every direction 
and Cortina saw his desire for revenge fully realized. 
Leading his men back to Brownsville, he exchanged 
his United States’ rifles for those he had surrendered 
earlier in the day. and, snapping his finger at Col. Day,

by arrangement with the French, were

moving on the city to hem him in between the two 


forces. Before Cortina could divide his army the Con- 
federates had captured unguarded Matamoras and were 
marching eastward to attack Cortina’s army in the 
rear. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Giddings, the Confederate com- 
mander, had not gone far when a messenger from his 
headquarters across the river brought him the startling 
information that the Federal forces had left’ Brazos 
Santiago and were speeding toward Brownsville to cap- 
ture the city. Giddings retained on the Mexican side 
a third of his force, to fulfill his contract with the 
French commander, and hastily threw the remainder 
of his army across the river to Brownsville, which they 
reached just in time to give battle to Col. Day’s regi- 
ment of Federals. | 


One part of Cortina’s army swept down the Mata- 
moras-Bagdad road with the ferocity of savages, and in 
four hours’ battle, in which the “Aigles” used the butts 
of their rifles with more frequency and effect than the 
muzzles, not only routed the imperialists but followed 
the fugitives into Bagdad at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande, and drove them back on board the four men- 
of-war and one transport that lay in the harbor. 


~ While the French were being defeated the second 
detachment of Cortina’s force engaged the Confederates. 
who had retreated into Matamoras after Giddings had 
been obliged to diminish his force of invaders. For 
several hours the struggle had for its objective the 
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Cortina and his ‘‘Eagles’’ 
dashed into 


Brownsville, 


who demanded that the “Aigles” should 
fulfill the terms of their enlistment, 
ended his career as a Federal soldier 
without as much as saying a farewell 
before riding away to Matamoras. 


Presently Cortina was called to as 
sist Diaz, who immediately after the 
sudden death of Juarez took the field 
against the constitutionalist successor, 
Don Lerdo de Lejeda. Lerdo developed 
unexpected resources, and in spite of 
all the money and soldiers that Cortina 
could bring to the assistance of Diaz 
the latter was defeated and driven into 
exile. For his part in the rebellion 
Cortina was deprived of the Governor- 
ship of the province, but he retained 
military control of Tamaulipas because 
his “Aigles” in a dozen battles proved 
their superiority over the troops that 
lerdo sent against them. Later he was 
seized while alone on his ranch and 
taken to jail in Mexico City ‘on -a 
charge of refusing to obey a military 
order. Thus, through the ingratitude 
of Diaz, came to an end the career of 
the most sensational border fighter 
Mexico ever produced.

Mr. Cornwall's experiences as a collector have been 
like those of many another—his interest was aroused in 
his youth and then waned as he grew older, but cir- 
cumstances arose which again set him on the trail of 
the rare and odd specimens. 

“I started collecting in 1886,” he said recently, “my 
interest being aroused by seeing a 2-cent stamp from 
Southern Australia, which was wholly unfamiliar to me. 
I learned that a cheap package of stamps could be 
bought, and possessing myself of a cheap album, I began 
the formation of what might be called a ‘schoolboy’ 
collection. My interest continued for a few years and 
when I came to St. Louis, :n 1892, I put my stamp al- 
bum in the bottom of my trunk, not because I cared par- 
ticularly for it, but because it was simply one of my 
possessions.

Often on the curtain of the fundus the 
expert reads a story of tragedy and 
despair, of sickness and death— 
How hidden diseases betray their 
existence through the organs of 


sight—Locating brain tumors. 


VAST amount of stuff, much of it poetic 
fiction, has been written about the 
human eyes, as any ready reference work 
On popular quotations will bear witness. 
There was the old chap who first calle 
it the mirror of the soul. If he had called 
it the mirror of the kidneys, of the brain, 
of the intestines, he probably wouldn't have achieved 
immortal fame for the remark, but he would have been 
much nearer the truth.. 

Then there is that old superstition that the eye of a 
murdered man bears the photograph of the slayer. That 
isn't the truth, either, but the eye of a man about to be 
murdered by diabetes or Bright’s disease or brain tumor 
or tuberculosis sometimes bears what will pass for a 
photograph of the slayer before the deed is consum- 
mated. 

Next there is that biblical parable about the mote 
and the beam. About it, alas, there is often more truth 
than poetry. Many a man’s eye can detect imperfections 
all about it, not seeing within itself the sign manual of 
death and disease. The sign is there where all who will 

nay read, yet the eye which can see so much that is rela- 
tively unimportant elsewhere cannot or does not see the 
little that is all-important right at home. 

For the human eye is itself far more interesting than 
many a book which it peruses. Not infrequently it con- 
tains a truer story than most books do, being biography, 
pathology and prophecy all in one. Sometimes it is the 
receptacle of secrets intrusted to it by the rest of the 
body, intimate confidences of indiscretions, whisperings 
of physical conspiracies that are quietly undermining the 
health and destin¢ if undetected, to bring disintegra- 
tion and decay. 

Yet the eye is not a good keeper of secrets. Almost 
invariably it tries in some way to let the mind know 
it has them. It commits all sorts of peculiar actions. It 
twitches, it aches, it burns, it gets unaccountably weary, 
it sees spots where no spots are, it disturbs the peace of 
the whole nervous system.. When given the proper 
“third degree,” it tells all it knows. Yet so accustomed 
are we to treat it as a sort of Cassandra, whose warnings 
are to be ignored, that we throw a lotion to it asa sop 
or disregard it altogether. 

Then, perhaps when it is too late, we pay the penalty— 
maybe the loss of this faithful servant and maybe the 
loss of life itself. 

Roughly speakirg, the eye proper is divided into threo 
parts, the outer, or sclerotic: the middle, or choroi4, 
and the inner, or retina. Between the principal segments 
are two substances, one a watery liquid called the aqne- 
ous humor and one a jelly-like matter called the vitre- 
ous humor. Toward the nasal side of the center of the 
retina is a pink disc, which marks 
the place where the optic nerve enters. 

When one looks into the organ with 
an opthalmoscope, the farthest point 
he is able to see is the back wall of 
the retina, including the disc. This 
wall, scientifically, is known as the 
fundus. It contains not only the disc, 
but also the tiny arteries and blood 
vessels. It is at the fundus that light 
vibrations touch the optic nerve, 
which translates them to the brain in 
terms of vision.

Often there is a peculiarity in the ap- 
pearance of the disc itself which will never be duplicated. 


As a means of identification the fundus is far more re-

liable than the finger print method. 
his finger tips in such a way as to make it impossible 
to identify them by. any previous record. He cannot 
change the appearance of the fundus. Disease may alter 
it somewhat, but never enough to confound it with the 
appearance of any other fundus. 

Photographs of the fundus, however, are not likely 
to supersede the finger-print system as a practical meth- 
od of identification. For one thing, they cannot be 
made without the consent of the subject. The pupil 
must be dilated and the subject must keep his eye im- 
movable long enough for the photograph. Even if he 
does this the pictures are likely to turn out blurred and 
indistinct. 

The coloring of the eye is another but less reliable 
means of identification. St. Louisans will remember 
that this figured in the Kimmel case when a man who 
declared he was a man supposed to be dead appeared 
cn behalf of a life insurance company to resist the pay- 
ment of a policy. The dead man had brown eyes, while 
the claimant’s eyes were blue and an important ques- 
tion at the trial was as to whether the eyes of an adult 
person could change color. An expert on the stand 
testified that the eyes could change color. 

An oculist of the highest standing when asked abont 
this recently said that the expert 
had answered correctly. An ad- 
ult’s eyes could change color, he 
said, but the testimony did not 
go far enough. The expert should 
have been asked if the eye could 
change from brown to blue. 


“If he had beer asked this,” 
said the oculist, “he probably 
would have answered in a decided 
negative. All infants are born 
with blue eyes. They frequently 
change to brown or gray or black. 
The inner wall of the iris in all 
eyes is blue. If there should be 
apy pigmentation in the outer 
walls, this will modify the color. 
Once this modification has taken 


How the fundus of an eye looks inii- 
cafttmg a diseased condition. 
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place it can never be.undone. Through disease the pig- 
mentation in brown eyes, for instance, may be so altered 
as to make a new change in color, but it will be to- 
wards a slaty gray and never to a clear blue.” 

Study of the fundus is valuable principally for the 
diagnosis of eye diseases as well as for diseases of the 
rest of the body. Here it is that the trained observer 
reads the first signs of any decay that may effect the 
eve proper. Here, also, and not at all seldom, are first 
found traces of unsuspected diseases that 
are assailing even remote parts of the 
body. 

Not long ago a young man walked into 
the office of an oculist. He said he had 
beer “seeing spots,” and having other 
trouble with his eyes. He had thought 
perhaps the spots were the characteristic 
symptoms of a common form of bilious- 
ness and had doctored himself according- 
ly. It had done no good.

Some years ago a man from a country town came to 
St. Louis to consult another noted 
neulist. His eyes revealed the 
game condition and the oculist 
advised him to put his affairs in 
order, as he had not much longer 
to live. 


On his way home that night 
the train carried him four miles 
beyond his destination. He start- 
ed to walk home and made the 
four miles in rapid time. Within 
a few hours he fell into a coma 
and before another day he was 


dead of Bright's disease His 
relatives brought suit against the 
railroad company. The case 


brought up an interesting medico 
legal question as to whether the

railroad was responsible or whether the man would have 
died of the disease anyway in so short a time as to re- 
lieve it of responsibility. The question has not yet been 
settled definitely. 

A few weeks ago another man entered the office of a 
St. Louis oculist to have his eyes examined. The fundug 
was normal in appearance, yet within half an hour the 
oculist told the man he was suffering from a tumor 
at the base of the brain. An operation was performed 
at once, the tumor was removed and the man was s00a 
on the way to recovery. 

Curiously enough, this man had been in the care of 
a physician who had been treating him for what was 
supposed to be catarrh of the stomach. If it had not 
been for the oculist’s discovery, he might have gone on 
with the treatment in ignorance until the tumor killed 
hin. 

How the discovery was made is an interesting story 
within itself. If one will hold up the forefinger of one 
hand about two feet in front of his eyes and look at it 
steadily and then will move the forefinger of the other 
hand about, he will notice that he can see it also in many 
positions, while in other position he loses sight of it. 
If the movement of the second finger along the fringes 
of vision be charted, it will be found to form an irregular 
curve. A similar curve can be obtained for the other 
eye. 

There is a normal formation of these curves for all 
eyes. If the curve for any individual differs greatly 
from the normal, it is because there is something, some- 
where interfering with the proper functioning of the 
optic nerve. This may come from a tumor, pressing 
somewhere on the nerve or affecting some part of the 
brain which {ft serves. Through simple mechanical de- 
vices the oculist is able not only to tell what is the 
trouble, but, in most cases, accurately to locate it. 

It is a curious thing that one brain tumor, no larger 
than a pea, may cause terrific inflammation and other 
disorders of the eye, while another as big as an egg may 
not noticeably affect it. Not all brain tumors can be 
discovered through an examination of the eye, but many 
of them can be and often are there first disclosed. In 
the same way tuberculosis, syphillis and toxic poisoning 
from the intestinal tract may be thus discovered. 

“Whenever I see anything suspicious,’ said one ocu- 
list, “I give all the tests until I find the disorder. I try 
the Wasserman blood test, the tuberculin test and any 
other test that may be indicated. More mistakes in 
diagnosis are made through carelessness than through 
ignorance, and the careful oculist exhausts all his re- 
sources before he quits.” ° 

The ignorance of sufferers and the wickedness of 
quacks are often responsible for cases of blindness that 
might have been prevented. About 65 per cent of the 
cases of total blindness in public institutions are directly 
traceable to infection in the eyes of 
babies at birth. Practically every case 
might have been prevented if some- 
one had taken the simple precaution 
to put a drop of a well-known nitrate 
of silver solution into the eyes as soon 
as the infant was born. 

Some months ago a woman in Ken- 
tucky fancied a cataract was growing 
over her eves and answered the ad- 
vertisement of a Chicago quack. He 
sent her some medicine, telling her it 
would make the growth easily re- 
movable when it had sufficiently de- 
When sight had been practically destroyed, 


veloped. 
she consulted an oculist, who informed her she did 


not have cataract. She was suffering from glaucoma 


and had neglected it until the damage was irre- 
parable. 

Glaucoma is caused from stoppage off the canal 
which drains off the surplus aqueous humor. Ordinar- 


ily the surplus of this fluid is drawn off into the 
lymphatie circulation through a channel provided by 
nature. If the channel becomes stopped and there is 
no draining, the liquid presses on the eye and hardens 
it just as water will do when forced into a hollow 
rubber ball. The optic nerve atrophies until it can no 
longer perform its primary function. An operation 
opening a means of drainage will, if done in time, avoid 
most of the difficulty. 


All of these things warn against the foolishness of 
failing to consult a reliable oculist whenever there is 
reason to believe there may be somethin; wrong with the 
eye Happily, the eye itself invariably gives warning. 
The safest rule to follow is to let your eyes alone when 
they let you alone and to have them properly examined 
whenever they give you trouble,

But to a stamp collector, and there are no greater 
enthusiasts in the following of a hobby, this would 
not appear strange. His emotions would be those of in- 
tense interest and, perhaps envy, at the man so fortu- 


nate as to be able to possess such a prize. And it is 
true that this sum was paid for two small pieces of 
paper, wholly valueless except as curiosities, having 


risen to that dignity because of their rarity. 

These stamps, with one exception the most valuable 
in the world, are virtually all that are extant of an 
issue printed in the British South African colony of 
Mauritius in 1847. The day they were first placed on 
sale the postoffice burned to the ground, destroying 
the plates and all the stamps with the exception of 27, 
which had been purchased by a lady for the purpose of 
mailing invitations to a social function. From the mo- 
ment the postoffice burned, the envelopes which con- 
tained these invitations became of immense value from 
a philatelic standpoint because when plates for an- 
other issue were prepared the design of the stamps was 
different and the first supply became prizes for which 
collectors have been striving ever since. The man who 
paid $7500 for a pair of them was King George of En- 
giand, who is an enthusiastic stamp collector. 

The stamp which is even more valuable than one of 
these is a 4-penny one issued in British Guiana in 1850. 
lt is a erude piece of work, bearing only the words 
“British Guiana,” the letters being arranged in a cir 
cle, and the price, but the price of one of these is limited 
only by the enthusiasm and the means of the collector 
who sets out to buy it. Only four of them are known to 
be in existence. 

Here is another item for those who mayhap will 
smile at the thought of anybody paying such fabulous 
sums for such apparently useless relics. A not inconsid- 
erable portion of the wealth of St. Louis is represented 
by private stamp collections, the value of one of which 
is conservatively placed at $25,000. It is owned by 
Frederick R. Cornwall of 5052 Waterman avenue, a 
lawyer, who has devoted 30 years to the accumulation 
of it. Mr. Cornwall is a former director, vice president 
and president of the American Philatelic Society, a mem- 
ber of the Royal Philatelic Society of London, of which 
King George is patron and former president: the 
Southern Philatelic Asspciation, the Chicago, Boston 
and Washington Philatelic societies and president of 
St. Louis Stamp Collectors’ Association, which at pres- 
ent is holding a series of stamp exhibitions, the winner 
of which is to receive a medal. Mr. Cornwall himself 
is the possessor of medals which his stamp collection 
has won in competition with others at national exhibi- 
tions. 

Mr. Cornwall has stamps which range in value from 
1 cent to $500. One of his albums, which contains as 
complete a set of all the stamps ever issued in’ New 
South Wales as he has been able to obtain, is worth 
$5000. Several sheets of stamps in his-collection could 
be sold for $1000 each. And by no means is his collection 
complete in the sense that here may be found stamps 
from any part of the world, for Mr. Cornwall has spe- 
cialized in specimens from Great Britain and her colo- 
nies and in the various issues of the United States Gov- 
erninent. Like many another collector, who starts with 

the ambition to own complete sets from all parts of the 
world. he found that this was a goal impossible to at- 


tain.

Engraving in those 
early days was done directly upon the plate by hand 
and in as much as a dozen or more stamps were en- 
graved on each plate, it was impossible to get all of 
them exactly alike. These imperfections and variations 
served to guide Mr. Cornwall in arranging them in 
their proper order. Among the New South Wales col- 
lection also is the first stamp ever issued in the colony,

a large, square one, containing the portrait of Victoria, 
which is interesting because this same design was used 
for more succeeding issues than any other in the world. 
It was employed from 1853, when the Victoria stamp 
was first issued, until 1888, and is valued at $50. Un- 
usually complete, also, is Mr. Cornwall’s collection of 
the odd, triangular stamps from the Cape of Good Hope, 
really a history of stamp making in the colony, for 
they show the different kinds of paper, ink and gum 
with which the Government experimented from time 
to time. 

Stamp collecting is a prolific field for “finds,” the 
fierce joy of which only a collector can know. Mr. 
Cornwall himself has purchased stamps for a few cents 
which in a short time have become scarce and worth 
many dollars. Dealers offer stamps for sale, sometimes 
mistaking a scarce variety for a cheap one, and fre- 
quently valuable stamps are picked up in this way. 
However, as these fields are worked over and over, the 
chances of making “finds” of a substantial nature pro- 
portionately decrease and today the stamp collector usu- 
aily goes to the dealer, becomes a member of some so- 
clety operating an exchange or buys his stamps at 
auction. The stamp auctions of today are surprising 
in their magnitude. During the season, which is most 
active in the winter. months, many auctions are held, 
principally in Chicago, New York and Boston. These 
will average several each week and of the five or six 
hundred lots put up at each session the returns will 
average from $2000 to $5000 a session. 

Of all “finds” of stamps, however, among the most 
reinarkable involved old St. Louis “postmaster stamps,” 
issued by the Postmasters of the larger cities in the 
early days before the printing of stamps was begun by 
the Government. Several vears ago a large number 
of the stamps was found affixed to waste paper which 
was about to be burned in Louisville, Ky. Instantly 
this waste paper leaped into a value of thousands of dol- 


posing in somebody’s garret 

for many years. The most valuable of this class of 

stamps, however, are those issued by the Postmaster of 

Alexandria, Va., only four of which are known to exist. 

These have been sold for several thousand dollars 
apiece. 

It may astonish some persons to know that there are 


considerably more than 500 collectible varieties of 
straight United States postage stamps, although the 


Government did not begin issuing them until 1847. To 
these should be added the department stamps, used from 
1875 to 1879 for Government business before franking 
came into use, newspaper stamps which formerly were 
affixed to bundles of newspapers and periodicals, reve- 
huc stamps and the multitude of envelope stamps, which 
last named run up into the hundreds. 


It also may be news to some that anv unused United 
States postage stamps issued since 1861 could be used 
today for carrying a letter or parcel in the mails to 
the full amount of its face value. When the Civil War 
was declared a new set of stamps was issued and the 
postoffice demonetized all of those of previous issues, 
many of which were held in Southern postoffices, but 
there has been no demonetization of stamps since that 
time. 

Prior to the issuance of stamps by the Government, 
the practice was for the Postmaster to stamp or write 
on the envelope the amount of money prepaid, this be- 
ing done, of course, at the postoffices which did not issue 
the “Postmaster stamps” mentioned above. In 1847, 
when the Government first commenced issuing stamps, 
the Postoffice Department issued an order prohibiting 


the further use of these Postmaster stamps. The first 
issues of the Government were of the 5 and 10 cent 


Variety only, but later other denominations were added. 
Until 1857, however, all stamps came in imperforate 
sheets, requiring the users to cut them from the sheets 
with scissors or some other means of separation. A 
set of these early stamps is worth more than $1000. Mr. 
Cornwall acquired a sheet of them for a very small sum 
from a man who thought he was selling him a speci- 


men shect. Many of them were struck off for sale 
at the Philadelphia Centennial Exposition as souve- 
nirs. 


A set of stamps issued by the United States in August, 
1861, is very rare, one having sold recently for $2500. 
For a reason which is unknown to this day this issue 
was supplanted in September of the same year bv 
another which differed only in minor details, some of 
which are discernable only by the use of a microscope. 
In 1867 the Government first started to issue stamns 
with so-called “embossing,” which was produced by two 
rollers having corrugations breaking the surface of 
the paper so that cancellation ink would be absorbed 
and consequently the possibility of removing the can- 
cellation, whereby the stamp could be used again. was 
reduced to a minimum. Some of these stamps were 
embossed all over and are very valuable. Mr. Cornwall 
has several of them. ®

N the palace of Farnborough, at Chislehurst, En- 
gland, an aged woman, one of the most ro- 
mantic personages now alive, is awaiting the 
fulfilment of the second of two prophecies made 
concerning her when she was a child, by a 
Spanish gypsy. The first prophecy was that 
she would become a Queen. The second was 

that she would live to be a hundred years old, “poco 
mas 0 menos,” meaning ‘a little more or less.” 

The first prophecy came brilliantly true, for the little 
girl grew up to become Eugenie, Empress of France. 
The second bids fair to be realized, for tie ex-IEmpress 
will be 90 years old on May 5. It is said that she her- 
self is eonvinced she will live to be 94, because she con- 
firmed the gypsy’s prophecy by means of the cabalistic 
art of numbers. 

The story goes that after she became engaged to Na- 
poleon III, Emperor of France, her mother one day 
found her writing down her name “Eugenie,” and her 
lover’s initials, “IL. N. B.” (Louis Napoleon Bonaparte), 
and adding up their equivalents in order of the alpha- 
bet Her sum ran: E-5, U-21, G-7, E-5, N-14, [-9, k-o,; 
L-12, N-14 and B-2. The total was 94. 

In the same way the girl wrote his name, Louis, and 
her own initials, “E’” for Eugenie and ‘‘M” for Montijo. 
The sum worked out L-12, O-15,U-21, I-9, S-19; E-5, M-15. 
Again the total was 94. 

Then she added up the family names, “Nanoleon- 
Montijo”—N-?f4, A-1, P-16, 0-15, L-12, E-o, 0-15, N-14; 
M-13. O-15, N-14, T-20, I-9, J-10, 0-15. The

“Twice 94 again!” whispered the awestruck 
mother, who had at first been inclined to 
scoff.

To Napoleon 
whe came asking the cause of her sorrew, she just fal- 
tered, “I must go.”’ Little by little Napoleon drew fron 
he, an idea of the slights and insults. 

The Emperor, listening, meditating, tore a string of 
green ivy from a park tree as they slowly promenaded. 
Deftly he twisted it into a crown, and as they neared 
a group, said loudly, so that all might hear him: “Wear 
thir one—meanwhile.” 

lt is a twice-told anecdote, but as it was Napo!-on's 
proposa! of marriage there is no way to omit it He 
never really as*ed for her hand—he took it Not an- 
other murmur-arose from the court ladies. 

The marriage was celebrated with great pomp at 
Notre Dame on Jan. 30, 1853. In March, 1856, the Em 
press gave birth to a son, who received the title of 
Prince Imperial. The Empress was generally regarded 
as exercising supreme influence over her husband, and 
the downfall! of his reign, at Sedan, is ascribed by some 
to the urgency with which she persuaded him that a 
war was required to secure the dynasty and the succes- 
sion of her son. Thus FEuvenie is considered as one of 
the authors of the present war, in so far as France's 
ambition to regain Alsace and Lorraine is an influential 
motive. 

By her beauty, charm of manner and elegance she 
contributed largely to the brilliance of the imperial 
regime, and when the end came she was one of the few 
who showed calmness and courage. She acted three 
times as Regent of France during the absence of Na 
poleon, in 1850, 1865 and 1870. 

When Napoleon was taken prisoner at Sedan. she 
obtained his release and fled with him and their son to 
England. After the Emperor's death. tn 1873, she built 
a mausoleum to his memory at Farnborough. Her son. 
a volunteer in the British army in the Zulu War, was 
kille? in 1879, and thus perished her hopes for regaining 
the French throne in his behalf. She has lived im retire 
ment since, in England and on the Riviera, abstaining 
from all interference in French politics. 

Her palace at Chislehurst has been turned inte a how 
pital for wounded British soldiers. It isa reported that, 
when the present conflict broke opt. she exelaimed: 
“This is my war'” meantne that the allies would re 
venge her for the ruin of her affairs taflicted by the 
Prussians in 1870.

ERE is the story of one of the most glorious

he had not been permitted to telegraph until later, 
HE aerial action which struck Laibach in 
just reprisal for the iniquities of Austrian 
aviation took place amid bombardments 
and assaults and was full of marvelous 
episodes of battle. High above the Julian 
Alps, in the calm abysses of a dazzling 
Italian sky, the Italian heart soared to 
superhuman heights of heroism. 

The aeroplanes that came back from the excursion 
returned safe and sound, as the official report states. 

The drama was 
wholly human. A battery, militarily speaking, is al- 
ways safe, sound, complete, efficacious, so long as the 
cannons can fire, even if the artillerymen be dead upon 
their guns. So an aeroplane that comes back efficient, 
strong and unscathed, makes a good return even if 
drenched with blood.

This is to show the lowbrow who thinks fish culture ® for the 
mollycoddle -that big men can be tender and affectionate. 
More than 100 names of local men and yn cage ornamental goldfish 
as a pastime are listed on the books of S. Chichester Lloyd, president of the 
National Aquarium Society of America, and the St. Louis branch, in its in- 
fancy, has more than half that number for its active membership. 
St. Louis has been somewhat tardy in its appreciation for really expensive 
fish and possibly Lloyd is the only possessor of fish valued above $100 each. 
In many Eastern cities fanciers own fish ranging from $50 to really $2000 
each. 
New York has a public aquarium replete with highbrow fish and these 
aristocrats of the depths attract more attention during the course of a single 
year than do the rare and beautiful flowers in the famous gardens of Henry 
Shaw in 10 years. And this is taking into consideration the overwhelming 
resident population of New York and the high number of transient visitors, 
too. 
St. Louis is not only willing to be shown the value of pisciculture in its 
most artistic consummation, but is in the very act of looking in! And be it 
known, goldfish culture is not a game for the rich alone—its pursuit is 
inexpensive. Indeed, its offers possibilities for earning money, not trifling 
sums either, but great mortgage-devouring sums. Patience and care are the 
essential capital stock. Some of the best baby goldfish can be had for 50 cents 
each and with patient rearing earn an interest which runs rapidly into the 
decimals of dollars and—beyond! 
The St. Louis society is advocating a public aquarium. In this movement 
it will have the aid of the Zoological Society, co-operation having been offered 
by George Dieckmann, president of the latter. All aquarium owners are in- 
terested in the movement. 
Thinking of goldfish the majority at once pictures one of those dinky glass 
globes reposing on a window sill or hanging from a brass chain and con- 
taining a few common goldfish bought at the dime store, which swim ever- 
lastingly in circles and misery. These constitute the goldfish hell, and, to 
these there is no further reference than to deplore the practice and express 
the hope the S. P. C. A. will enlist more active members.

View Farm, St. Louis County. He is owner of valuable specimens. Wallace 
C. Capen has an invaluable collection of finny aristocrats—so have Emile R. 
Cramer, E. A. Faust, C. B. Nicholson—but Capen, perhaps with the exception 
of Chichester Lloyd, owns the finest fish in St. Louis.

The actions of the Dojo are graceful and he appears like a waving ban& of 
ribbon as he swims here and there among the plants. The skin is smooth 
and slippery to the touch and shines with a dull, golden sheen. They do not 
molest goldfish or other creatures of the aquarium. They have a curious 
habit of resting the forepart of the body on the pectoral fins and staring at 
the observer out of bright red eyes. 

The Dojo seems to be somewhat of a thinker and will sit for hours on 
the tip of his tail—buried in thought, perhaps. About the head his ap- 
pearance is not unlike the walrus. 

The Dojo promises to hold an interest all his own, most particularly be- 
cause of his business-like characteristics, and also because of the spectacular 
character of his antics. 

Japan has been the source of our fancy fish supply for centuries and 
probably will continue to be so. Her annual exportation of goldfish alone, 
runs far into the millions of fishes and since the European war has severed 
abruptly the supply of tropical and other varieties of aquarium fish, American 
fanciers have been paying attention to the more easily obtained species of 
America and the Orient. 

Lloyd says the great mistake made by the neophyte in fish culture is 
feeding the fish anything and everything. Foods containing flowery sub- 
stance are decidedly indigestible. 
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Detailed views and descriptions of the 
powerful new triplane battleship which 
carries a crew of twenty men.

Since war flared across the horizon Uncle Sam has 
been busy in filling orders for fighting machines from 
abroad. But he has saved some of the best of his ideas 
for himself. Developing, improving, revolutionizing. 
Yankee ingenuity is now turning out war engines such 
as no one dreamed of a brief decade gone. 

Look at the fragile plane of but a scant five years 
ago—who ever dreamed of its successor of today? Once 
it had difficulty in struggling aloft, and more in staying 
there—now it takes up 20 men and a battery which 
would put to the shame the modest armament of a gun- 
boat in the days of the Civil War. D 

And the submarine—uncertain, and just as apt to go 
down as to come up but a few years ago, refusing ut- 
terly to function any further. Now her ultimate will 
scorn to sink at all, lying awash on the waves and 
pouring out her salvos of torpedoes, unmindful of the 
great guns of her thundering enemies pounding away in 
vain at her slippery elephantine sides. 

Glenn H. Curtiss is building the new type warship 
of the air at Buffalo. It weighs 10 tons and carries five 
tons more—a total lifting capacity of 30,000 pounds, 
including 20 in crew. The sky fighters will be armored 
beneath, to protect the occupants from the fire of 
machine guns and flying bits of shell from anti-aircraft 
weapons, and will themselves carry a powerful battery 
of guns heavier than has ever been placed on an aero- 
plane before. Henry Woodhouse, governor of the Aero 
Club, has been privileged to see the prototype of all the 
fleet, and_he describes it as follows: 

“This giant (without wings when I saw it) looks not 
unlike a whale with windows, and with extending fins 
on the fore part of the body. Without the rear rudders 
this hull is 55 feet long and 10 feet wide in the ex- 
treme. On each side of the body are fin-like planes 
extending out five feet, and about 15 feet long, which 
will, when the machine is driven at the proper speed, 
make it rise freely from the waves. 

. “I went inside the hull and stood in each of the three 
compartments. The main cabin is 19 feet long, 8 feet 
wide and 7 feet from floor to ceiling. Over the boat 
body is the inclosed pilothouse, There is a false keel 
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qoents at the stern and two at the bow. 

“I saw the wings of this battle cruiser of the sky . 
assembled in another department. Being a triplane, j 
there are three wings superimposed, each about 133 
feet over all. Elsewhere I saw the making of the | 
four 12-cylinder motors of 250 horsepower each, 
which are to drive the two huge propellers. An ad- 
ditional 80 horsepower motor will operate a gcrew 
propeller for use on the surface when it is unneces- | 
sary to set the big motors going.” om 
. This is as much as the Curtiss concern will allow 
to be told about their new fleet of fighting triplanes. 

The subsea battleship, as described before a Con- 
gress committee by Capt. William W. Sims, U. S. N., 
commander of the new superdreadnought Nevada, 
was first suggested in this country, but there is rea- 
son to believe that both Germany and Great Britain 
are also building such vessels with a speed of 35 
knots—a sort of monster submarine that can stay 
on the surface because of its heavy armament. There 
are to be no guns except a few torpedo defense guns, 
as little upper works as possible and a displacement in 
the neighborhood of 20,000 tons. As Capt. Sims says: ) 

“Such a-subsea battleship is to have one conning 
tower forward and one aft, both small in diameter 
but very thick in metal. She is also to have heavily 
armored smoke pipes for her oil-burning engines 
and the protective deck is to be so thick as prac- | 
tically to insure her machinery’s protection. ear 

“The defensive power of the ship is to consist of 
16 under-water torpedo tubes. She is not to operate 
in the line of battle with the main squadron, but 4;
